Background 


Developments in wireline communications have been progressing 
rapidly in the Kashgar 'Su-fu) area. Kashgar is the terminus for 
three major trails. The northern is known to have wirelines running 
toward Alma-Ata. The western trail has a wireline at least part of 
the way to Osh, USSR. The southern trail is believed to have a wire- 
lin to digit in Jemu-Kashmlr. Kashgar is connected by wireline 
to Urumchi, Certain information indicates that either a road is planned 
or being built between Rudog, Tibet, and Khotan (Eotien), Sinkiang. 

It is not known, however, if wirelines are available along this road, 
or from Kashgar along the northern border of Tibet to Charknlik and 
from there southeast to Lane how or from Duma (Pishan), southeast of 
Kashgar to Leh, J ammu-Kaeimire . (SECRET)
